The London mail of July 28 arrived out on Sopt. 12. Dates 


now extend to the 15th Sept. :— 

The following items are from the North China Herald :— 

At the Supremo Court a rule was heard in regard to a sum of 
about Tls. 10,000 in the hands of the Court, which is claimed by 
the trustee on the bankrupt estate of William Hargreaves, and 
the trustees under the bankrupt’s marriage scttlement. A motion 
was made by the trustee on the estate to have the amount handed 
over to him, on behalf of the creditors, and an order had been 
made by the Court calling on the settlement trustees to show 
cause why the motion should not be acceded to. Mr. Robinson 
appeared for the estate, and Messrs. Rennie and Iarwood for the 
trustees under the marriage settlement. Mr. Rennie opened the 
case,and claimed that £2,048 of the sum in Court, proceeds of 
furniture, should be held for the marriage settlement trustees, 
inasmuch as the original investment of £2,048 had been so set- 
tled, and it had by no subsequent dealing become alienated from 
that settlement. Mr. Hargreaves was examined, and Mr. Rennie 
having submitted his case, reserving the privilege of replying, 
Counsel for the trustec under the bankruptcy contended that the 
original fund was destroyed, and that if any settlement existed it 
was created since 1865, and therefore void, under the 91st section 
of the Bankruptcy Act of 1869. Judgment was reserved. 

In addition to the uew coinage just issued from the new Mint 
at Osaka we understand that a 85 gold picce is in course of pre- 
paration, and the smaller silver picces are wanted. Japancse 
enterprise has had a fresh development in the direction of paper 
mills, several of which are expected from America. Hitherto the 
Japanese have been able to produce very good paper, but only in 
small sheets. 

Tientsin letters to the 9th say that the water on the east and 
west plains had, during the past six days, fallen two ani a- 
half to three inches. The river water still tlowed into the plains, 
the gaps not having been filled up, nor does it seem likely thit 
this will be done until the river becomes much lower, which will 
be the case about the end of October. Suiling boats and canyes 
are the order of the day. Steps were being taken for the distri- 
bution of the $0,000 piculs of rice placed at the disposal of Li- 
hung-chang. The weather continucd hot both day and night, 
and sickness was pretty gencral amongst the natives. A flock of 
wild geese were heading south on Sept. 1; last year the first flock 
going in the same direction was seen on Sept. 24, very shortly 
after which cool weather set in,

THE LONDON AND CHINA TELEGRAPH.

The foundation has been laid of the new church at Ningpo. 
It is to be built on the river bank, nearly in the middle of the 
foreign settlement ; it is to cost $2,000, and is to accommodate about 
fifty people—fully as many as are ever likely to occupy it. Our 
correspondent thinks ita pity that the liberality shown by the 
residents in subscribing to this new building is not extended to 
the roads and jetties. An attempt was made lately to raise a 
subseription of $1 per month from the foreign residents, to keep 
these at least clean ; but it somehow fell through, and they have 
reverted to their normal condition of dirt and disrepair. 

A singular action was tried at the Civil Summary Court on the 
8th September. Captain Harley, of the ship Harmon, sued Mr. 
C. Ball, his chief mate, for detaining the vessel at Foochow while 
a dispute about 100 poles, more on less, was being settled be- 
tween the ship and the shipper. The demurrage incurred By 
this loss of time amounted to $80, and the captain deposed 
that he included the sum of £18 as a reasonable estimate of 
the expenses and loss for the two days’ detention. The de- 
fendant said he had only agreed to pay the actual expenses of the 
ship, about £3 a day, and the judge finally awarded £4a day 
with costs. We are quite at a loss to understand the principle 
on which this action was brought, and still more so as to the 
law by which it was decided. So far as we are at present in- 
formed, the whole affair seems to be a libel against the common 
sense of the captain and the intelligence of the judge. There is no 
sort of proof before us that the mate behaved otherwise than as 
a'faithful servant, and if he did so the proceedings against him 
savour of persecution. 

The North China Herald has devoted a supplement to the re- 
production of Baron von Richtofen’s very interesting letter on the 
provinces of Chekiang and Nganhwei. Extending as it does to 
more than thirty columns, and every sentence bristling with in- 
formation, it would be quite idle for us to attempt any abridg- 
ment or condensation of the Baron’s paper in such limits as are 
at our disposal. We must, therefore, content ourselves for the 
present with commending it to the perusal of our friends, and 
thanking Baron von’ Richtofen for a very valuable and welcome 
contribution to our knowledge of the Far East. 





THE JOURNEY INLAND OF THE REV. J. MAHOOD. 

The Rev. J. Mahood has published an interesting account of 
his experience of the Shan-sin-fan placards and their effects in 
the neighbourhood of Foochow, which we summarise. 

Some time ago inflammatory placards, containing the vilest 
calumnies against foreigners, were circulated in Foochow, to 
excite the people against us, The first victim to the malice of 
the enemy was an unfortunate seaman who happened to sit by a 
well in one of the villages in the suburbs of At city. He was 
accused by the people of poisoning the water, and was afterwards 
beaten. After this the people seemed to be satisfied when 
they had shown their contempt for the foreign barbarian, 
and things seemed to be quict again. Believing this I re- 
solved to visit the city of Kucheng, where we have one of 
our most important stations and where heretofore we have had no 
disturbances. On the 29th of August I started from Foochow, 
and proceeded safely on my journey until twelve o’clock the 
second day, when I was attacked by a number of villagers, who 
threatened me with death if I did not leave the place imme- 
diately. After passing a night of great anxiety, we proceeded 
on our journey, passed over some very high mountains, and at 
four o’clock in the afternoon we met a man from Kucheng, who 
told us that our chapel had been pulled down the night before. 
This information rather startled me. I stood and paused for a 
moment to think what was best to be done. At last, when I 
thought that I was in the path of duty, and believing that in the 
Providence of God I should be protected, I determined to go and 
see the Christians and try to cheer them in their trials. As it 
was getting dark when we were drawing near Kucheng, I thought 
it de to stop at a small inn for the night, and enter the city in 
daylight. 

When we approached the city, all things seemed to be quiet ; and 
I was permitted to visit both our own chapel and that of the 
American Episcopal Methodists, without molestation. Having 
transacted some mission business, and witnessed the ruins of the 
chapels, I committed the people to the care of God and started for 
Angtong. Here I was surrounded by a mob which continued to 
increase ; and having armed themselves with all sorts of knives 
and weapons, they placed a guard round the: house, so that I 
could not make my escape. I resolved several times to make a 
rush throught their midst and try to escape, but the Christians 
gathered around me and entreated me not to do so, as the people 
had determined to kill me if I ventured out in the dark. 
I took their advice and remaincd in the house all night. 
The chair in which I rode was smashed by the mob during the 
night, to show their ill-feeling towards me. After having passed 
through the dangers that surrounded the party, I arrived 
at Chuikan, where some thousands of people assembled around 
me and tried to throw me into the river, but fortunately we got 
safely into the boat and kept a little distance from shore. The 
soldiers who came to guard me, when they saw me surrounded 
by a mob cursing and using all sorts of vile language, compelled 
me to give them most of the money I had with me, and when I 
was in the greatest danger they fled from me and left me to do 
the best I could. When the news reached Amoy of the disturb- 
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ances in Canton arising out of the reported spread of pvisonous 
pills there, the people in this place manifested in the first instance 
very little feeling on the subject. An intense excitement burat 
throughout the town, placards were freely posted in all the pro- 
mainent thoroughfares describing the pills, and referring to the 
proclamations as their authority. ~ 

The rumours spread like lightning from Amoy to Chin-chew, 
® large prefectural city nortn of this. Placards of the most 
offensive character were posted, in which it was stated dis- 
tinotly that foreigners were the prime movers in all this atro- 
cious scheme for the wholesale destruction of the people, and 
of course that the Christians were the natural allies and agents 
in the distribution of the pills, One of these placards, contrary 
to the usual practice, was actually printed. and the name and 
residence of the publisher ostentatiously affixed. The rumours 
spread also to Changchow, another prefectural city, thirty-five 
miles west of Amoy. ‘I'he district magistrate of the city puts 
out a proclamation, stating that he had received a letter from one 
of the mandarins in Amoy on the subject of these poisonous medi- 
cines. He warns the people against the bad men that are spread- 
ing them abroad, aad tells them to strictly guard their wells, as 
the most infamous designs are afloat to injure and destroy the 
people living within his district. Of course the excitement at 
once rose to fever heat. Two days after this another procla- 
mation was put out by him, veving that he had seized a man 
who is one of a party of four, who have come to the city for the 
special purpose of distributing their poisons. This man has con- 
fessed;that he got his medicines from foreigners in Macao, with 
express orders to poison the wells throughout the whole country. 
That he and the other three had done so and wouid have pro- 
ceeded on throughout the empire had they not been seized by the 
authorities. A few days after this, the mandarin issues a pro- 
clamation stating what all the city knows by this time, that he has 
executed the criminal. and offers a reward to any person or per- 
sons that will seize and bring before him the other three. Amid 
all the excitement, and throughout this epidimic of placards in 
which foreigners are freely charged with the most abominable 
schemes for the destruction of life, not a single step, so far as I 
can ascertain, has been taken by the authorities to refute or re- 
td the slanders that have been circulated far and wide. The 
Vestern Governments will be incurring a grave responsibility if 
this state of things is allowed to go on unchecked. 


HONG KONG. 
Dates extend to the 22nd Sept. The London mail of Aug. 11 
arrived out Sept. 21. 


On the departure of Mr. Attorney-General Pauncefote for 
England on leave of absence, the Daily Press has the following :— 


There appears to be no doubt that it is the intention of the 
Government to appoint Judge Ball Acting Attorney-General, as 
mentioned in this paper on Wednesday. We protest in the most 
unqualified terms against this appointment—on principle ; in 
regard to Mr. Ball individually, and in reference to existing cir- 
cumstances in the colony. On principle, because it is is contrary 
to all precedent for any one to hold briefs after he has been ap- 
pointed to the Bench ; in regard to Mr. Ball individually, because 
it is well known that that gentleman's health is such as often to 
interfere with the performance of his present duties ; in reference 
to existing circumstances, because it is generally understood 
that we ,may shortly look for the arrival of another bar- 
rister, ‘and there can be no valid reason against the ap- 
pointment being given to Mr. Hayllar, whose experience and 
talents quite qualify him for tho post. In order, however, 
that this might be done, it would be necessary that the Hon. 
Julian Pauncefote, the retiring Attorney-General, should stay a 
short time longer in the colony. What can be the reason of the 
present haste in that gentleman's departure we are at a loss to 
conceive, as we cannot help thinking he must be anxious to explain 
his conduct in reference to several matters of great public im- 
portance before going away, and must greatly regret leaving the 
Abdool Moosa case, in which he prosecuted as Attorney-General, 
while he held a brief in a civil suit closely connected with it in his 
private capacity, in the unsatisfactory light in which it at present 
stands. Upon this and some other matters of the same kind we 
are precluded from commenting at the moment: but there will be 
enough to say by-and-bye. 

With respect, however, to the appointment of Judge Ball as 
Acting Attorney-General, it is in every way undesirable and un- 
justifiable. If nothing else could be done, surely a licence could 

e given to one or more of the solicitors to practice at the bar. 
The Chief Justice, it is understood, objects to members of the 
profession practising in the two capacities; but surely it is & 
very far less evil—if evil at all—that a gentleman should practice 
as barrister and solicitor than as judge and advocate. 

The general half-yearly meeting of the Chamber was held on 
Sept. 12 at the City Hall, the Hon. Mr. Ryrie in the chair. The 
chairman congratulated the Chamber on the success of their me- 
morial on gambling. As to the very important question of 
Customs’ cruisers, he had done all he could in the matter, and 
could only say that the Chamber must go into the thing tho- 
roughly and entirely by themselves, as there was no prospect 
of assistance from the Government. He had been in this colony 
under four Governors, and four Lieut.-Governors, and certainly 
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whatever faults they may have had with regard to the internal 
matters of tho colony up to the present time, when anything 
outside the colony interfered with commerce, they had always ex- 
erted themselves in the matter, and Sir Richard MacDonnell had 
especially doneso. Now, however, ituppeared that the Government’s 
hands were tied by strict instructions that such matters were in 
all cases to be referred to the Secretary of State. Therefore the 
Chamber must be the more energetic, and sce if they could not 
relieve the colony from its present state of bluckade. 

In reply toa question from Mr. Pyke, the chairman repeated 
energetically that he had asked no information from the Govern- 
ment regarding Custom-houses, but that was the reply which he 
received. Well, what was he todo? Ilad the letter been marked 
private or confidential, he would not have referred to it. But 
on demanding the letter, in order to discover what its real mean- 
ing was, he was told that it could not be produced, as it was a 
“ privileged communication,’ sc of course he was shut up. A 
resolution was then proposed by Mr. Khan, to the effect that the 
incoming committee be requested to memorialise the home au- 
thorities with regard to the blockade of this port by Customs’ 
cruisers. This way seconded by Mr. Sassoon, and carried unani- 
mouély. 

Mr. Ryrie then asked for opinions as to the bi-weekly telegraph 


arrangement. It would cost about $60 a year more to each sub- 
scriber. ‘The sense of the meeting appeared to be that it was 


undesirable to begin them at present, as enough was already being 
spent on the wire between Reuters and the commercial telegrams, 
Some dissatisfaction was expressed as to the completeness of the 
information forwarded, but there was ned a general conversation 
on the subject which shortly dropped, and the meeting proceeded 
to the election of a committee, when the following gentlemen 
were returned :—Messrs. Pyke, Kahn, Buxey, Melchers, Sassoon, 
Arthur, Hitchcock, Lowcock, and Ion. P. Ryrie. The proceed- 
ings closed with the re-election of Mr. Ryrie ‘as chairman, and 
the election of Mr. Kahn as vice chairman. 

By the steamer Petho, from Manila, the first and second mates of 
the Cingala, bound to New York with teas from Whampoa, which 
was reported lost, have arrived. The vessel was lost on the Pala- 
wan Reef; all hands, however, have been saved. The following 
is the chief mate’s version of the loss:—Left Hong Kong 28th 
July, and experienced N.E. winds for two days, steering S.E. by 
8.to clear the Macclesfield Bank ; afterwards experienced heavy 
8.W. winds veering to S8.; thought to make the Mindon Straits, 
wind still holding from the southward and S.8S.W. Thursday, 
Aug. 10.—The ship, while under topgallantsails, jib, and stuy- 
sails, grounded on the Betro Seco Rect, off the Island of Poutod, 
west one quarter from Tabio. Used all means and made every 
exertion to get the ship off, but to no purpose. Nothing appeared 
to avail, the mate of the ship left and went to San Jose to pro- 
cure assistance, and the steamer Lo/o came, bringing the Surveyor 
for Lloyds, Mr. Ker, and the captain of the Lady Vonstance, who 


held a survey on the ship, and finding her bilged, saw no other ! 


course but to save all that could be, and leave her. This was 
accordingly done, the crew remaining fourteen days with the vessel, 
taking out what cargo they could get at, and then stripping the 
vessel of everything, sent the goods to Tabio. ‘The crew and first 
and second mates then left her, as by this time she was flooded at 
high tide ; the steamer Lolo not being able to render any more 
assistance, returned to Tabio, and took in her the officers and 
crew ; no lives were lost.

; BANGKOK. 
We are indebted to the Week/y Advertiser for the following :— 


Business is unusually dull. The steam rice mills must be 
working to a very great disadvantage. The price of paddy and 
rice in Bangkok is remarkably high. The serviceable Siimese 
ships are most of them absent on their usual annual trip to 
China ; a few more are still in port, and if they expect to make 
a favourable monsoon going and coming, must soon leave. On 
Sept. 6th there were only two foreign vesse's in port; Nept. 6th, 
1868, there were thirteen foreign vessels in port ; Sept. Gri, 1869; 
there were twenty-seven ; Sept. Gth, 1870, there were thirty-three 
foreign vessels loading. ‘This comparative statement of the 
amount of foreign vesels in the port of Bangkok for the past four 
years places the business transactious of this year in a most un- 
favourable light. 

It is whiepered about in certain circles that the Siamese Govern- 
ment is making preparations, and expects soon to send to Bata- 
via a brass elephant, and quite a quantity of decorations for 
distribution to the people of Java who participated in the recep- 
tion of his Siamese Majesty during the late royal visit. The brass 
elephant is to be put up at one of the places of public resort, to 
serve asa reminder of his Majesty’s visit. It is tikewise whispered 
that the Siamese steam brig of war, the Enemy Chaser, Captain 
E.Q Walrond to be despatched to Batavia for this purpose. 
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Captain T. S. Andrews, an American, reports that while his 
vessel, the Dolphin, loaded with fire-wood, from the East Coast, 
was passing up the short out Paklat creek, nearly through, his 
vessel was boarded by un-uniformed natives, armed with clubs, 
who took possession of the Dolphin, and attempted to take her 
back through the creek, but, owing to the strong flood tide, that. 
was impossible. After bringing the Dolphin through the creek, 
they anchored her in the river. Captain Andrews has reported 
the case to the United States’ Consul. 

The steamer Rangoon will soon commence to run regularly 
between Bangkok and Singapore, and a new steamer of about 
700 tong burthen, in process of construction on the Clyde, to be 
called the Tanch Merah, is designed for tho same line. 

The Malay Prince, Tungkoo Mahomed draflin, we learn, will 
Jeave Bangkok in the Siamese steamer Chow Phyn, on her return 
trip to Singapore. So far as we can learn, the Siamese Govern- 
ment rendered him no assistance in his efforts to secure full and 
adequate compensation from the Sultan of Tringanu for the per- 
formance of his duties as the Envoy of that Bultan and bearer of 
the Sultan’s despatches and presents to Her Majesty the Queen of 
England and his Royal Highness the Prince of Wales, It is 
whispered about that his Excellency, one who has been an Am- 
bassador to European Powers, thought that when the Sultan of 
Tringanu paid $1,700 that was sufficient, and that the Sultan’s 
Envoy had no right to demand more ! 

So poor Prince Tungkoo Mahomed Araffin leaves Siam in dis- 
gust. As the princo is a subject of the Netherlands East India 
Government, it remains to be seen if they will use their good of- 
fices to secure him an equitable remuneration for his original 
outlay in fulfilment of his duties ns the Sultan’s Envoy, and the 
subsequent losses and expenses necessary to receive that equitable 
remuneration. 

We learn, from a reliable source, that this Malay prince is 4 
son of her Highness Princess Salaman, and the grandson of Pu- 
duca Sri Sultan Gundansah, of Munko Munka, Bencoolen, Su- 
matra. 

Dr. Campbell, who has becn Consular Physician of Bangkok since 
1857, being about toresign his office, was entertained ata dinner at 
the Consulate on the 28th Aug., Mr. ‘I. @. Knox, H.B.M.’s Oon- 
sul-General, in the chair. Dr. William Campbell, a cousin of the 
retiring physician, will succeed to the appointment. 


STRAITS SETTLEMENTS.

SINGAPORE. 
Dates extend to the 30th Sept. The London mail of 25th Aug. 
arrived out on the 25th Sept. 
The following items are from the Duily 7'imes :— 
On examining the “ amended scale of police establishment and 


salaries” we fiud the following alterations as compared with the 
present staff :— 


Annual increase of expenditure, $27,603. Total numerical in- 
crease of the Police force in the Straits, 36 men, divided as fol- 
lows :—Singapore, 7 constables ; Penang, 1 assistant superintend- 
ent, 19 corporals, 7 constables ; Malacca, 2 corporals.

had tended to increase the confidence of importers, who were very firm 
for the extreme rates quoted in our last report. This refers more especially 
to all classes of Grey Cottons. The same cannot be said of Woollens, 
which, with the exception of Camlets of favourite class and good assort- 
ment, had been very difficult to move. Grey Shirtings, 8} Ibs. Dew- 
hurst’s Eagles, had touched Tls. 2 for ordinary delivery, and Red 
Pheasants had been sold to a speculator at Tls. 1.95 pr piece. The 
advance in the other and more ordinary chops was net so murked, but 
they were more firmly held for corresponding values ; 7 Ibs, had been in 
better request at higher rates, but heavy goods continued neglected. 
White Shirtings: Lower prices were offered, but sellers as a 
rule refused to accept them, and hence almost no business had 
taken place. Small inquiry for 56 reed and 60 recd and 64 reed at 
Tls. 1.73 to 1.83, Tls. 1.87 to 1.93, and Tls. 1.97 to 2.03 per piece re- 
spectively. T-Cloths: Demand for lower counts of 6 and 7 Ibs. makes 
had continued unabated, but business had been restricted owing to the 
enhanced ideas of sellers.

The results of the year have thus 
been to show that a somewhat larger economy was practised than 
was necessary to carry into effect the wishes of [ler Majesty’s Go- 
vernment, though, in addition to the ordinary expenditure of 
1869, there was a further expenditure on Public Works of £79,431 
charged against the balances of former years and surplus funds. 

The assets of the Colony on Dee. 31, 1869, amounted to £522,732, 
and the liabilities to £383,219, showing a balance in fayour of 
the Government of £139,513. Omitting some questionable items, 
the actual cash balance of tho Colony available for appropriation 
on Dee. 31, 1869, amounted to £84,367. 

The public debt of the colony consists of a loan of £700,000 
raised on debentures at 6 per cent., between 1863 and 1867, for 
the construction of the railway from Kandy to Colombo. The 
successful working of the railway has rendered unnecessary the 
export duties imposed to provide for the interest and redemption 
of this loan. he sum at eredit of the sinking fund at the close 
of 1869 was £224,300, and it was found that the profits of the 
railway alone were more than sufficient to meet the interest of 
the debentures and provide for the gradual extinction of the debt. 
The export duties were therefore abolished from the beginning of 
1870 ; the receipts of the railway merged into the general revenue 
of the island, and that revenue has been charged with an annual 
payment of £58,000 for fourteen years, a payment which it is 
calculated will provide for the redemption of the debentures as 
they arrive at maturity. By this arrangement, besides the relief 
to the planting interest, the colonial revenue has been benefited 
by the accession of the nct profits of the railway, which for 1870 
were estimated at over £60,000, after meeting the £58,000 re- 
quired for the sinking fund. 

The value of goods imported in 1869, exclusive of specie, was 
£3,407,004, showing an increaso of £3,106, as compared with 
1868. There was a decrease of £142'141’ on the exports, which 
amounted in 1869 to £3,331,921. Adding to these the specie im- 
ported and exported, the total value stands thus :—

The total value of Ceylon produce exported in 1869 amounted 
to £2,989,876. ‘The apparent excess in the value of imports over 
that of island produce is accounted for by the system of valuation 
adopted by the Customs Department. Imports and exports are 
both taken at their value in the market in Ceylon, the latter re- 
presenting little more than the cost of production. If the exports 
were valued at their selling price in the markets for which they 
are destined, the excess would no doubt appear on the other side, 

The revenue derived from imports and exports in 1869 wag 
£291,061, showing an increase of £9,002 compared with the pre- 
vious year. The increase on imports was £13,288, of which 
£5,428 was on cotton manufactures. On exports there was a 
decrease of £4,286. The tonnage of the year, both inwards and 
outwards, also shows a small decrease. 

The total cxpenditure on public works in 1869 was £269,853, 
showing a decrease of £56,172 from 1868. Of new roads the most 
important was that between Badulla and Batticalao, forty-eight 
miles of which have been completed, the expense up to the end of 
last year being £38,449. Three bridges were completed last year, 
and three more were very greatly advanced. Among the prin- 
cipal public buildings completed during the year may be men- 
tioned four hospitals, four court-houses, post and telegraph-offices, 
in Kandy ; and a powder magazine and police barracks in Co. 
lombo, where progress was also made with additions to the jail,

A LARGE and intereating collection of fine specimens of Japanese 
lacquer, porcelain, bronzes, embroideries, ivory carvings, &c., is now 
on view at Messrs. Christic, Manson, and Wood's great rooms, in 
King-street, St. James's, and will bo sold to-morrow, and following 


days. This important eale will afford a rare opportunity 10 purchasers 
of Japanese art manufactures, 
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Which, when completed, will coutain 800 convicts. 
expenditure on irrigation works in 1869 was £13,727. 

From the report of the Surveyor-General it appears that 4,420 
lots, contitining 28,831 acres of Crown land, were disposed of for 
£48,349, or at the rate of £1 Us. 5d., exclusive of survey fees ; 
1,818 lots. containing 6,991 acres, were settled on certificates, free 
grants, &c. The largest sales have taken place in the western 
provinces. The triangulation of the island made considerable 
progress. 

The receipts of the railway amounted to £180,965 ; the working 
expenses to £72,500, leaving a profit of 6 per cent. on the capital 
cost of £1,800,000. 

Kighteen ordinances were enacted in the session of 1869, the 
principal being to provide an uniform mode of oaths, to discou- 
rage the illicit sale of wine or spirits, to repeal export duties, to 
improve the Post-office, to permit the introduction of traction 
engines, to prevent the wanton destruction of elephants, to erect 
a lighthouse on the Great Basses Rocks, to enlarge the Welikade 
Prigon, $9 consolidate the Customs Acts, to establish tolls, to 
regulate the possession of firearms, and to provide continent 
charges. 

The public health was exceptionally good during 1869. There 
was no remarkable prevalence of disease in any uf the rural dis- 
triets. 

The number of schools supported by Government was 120. 
The returns of the different missionary bodies show an increase of 
165 in the number of schools supported by them, and of 7,194 in 
the number of their pupils. At the end of the year there were 
497 schools of all denominations, educating 20,243 pupils. Some 
approximation to a spirit of individual interest in popular educa- 
tion hag at length begun to germinate in the resuscitation of the 
Kandy Industrial School (aided), the foundation of two scholar- 
ships by a former pupil, the establishment of a girls’ school by 
Mr. C. D. Soysa, and the single-handed efforts of the Rev. Mr. 
Lenanyeke to support seven schools in his parish. 

HONG KONG. 

Lieutenant-Governor Whitfield reports that the revenue for the 
yeht was £192,464, showing an apparent decrease of £43,810, as 
compared with 1868. In reality, however, there has been some 
increace, as credit was erroneously taken in 1868 for the sum of 
£655,659, arising from the play-house licences. ‘'he expenditure, 
amounting to £192,209, was much less than that of the preceding 
year; but this, as in the case of revenue, has arisen from excep- 
tional causes, viz., the remittance, in 1868, of the then arrears of 
the military contribution, and the closing of the Mint in 1869. 

The expenditure on public works amounted to £39,953. Of 
this £17,093 were spent on the Pokfoohun water-works, which 
yet remain unfinished, and may be expected to draw largely on 
the resources of the colony in 1870 and 1871, though, when com- 
pleted, there will be no reason to regret the outlay. 

Tho Mint has been effectually closed by the sale of the plant 
to the Japanese Government for 860,000. The buildings have 
been disposed of for $65,000 ; and thus the Colony has realised a 
total of $126,000 as the result of an outlay but three years pre- 
viously of close on half a million. 

’ As compared with 1859. the population would appear to have 
increased from 86,941 to 121,979 by the census of 1869; but the 
accuracy of the earlier calculations have been much questioned, 
and it is believed that the population has been pretty much the 
s&mé for some years, viz. Kuropeans and Americans 4,889 ; Indians 
and others of mixed blood 2,810 ; and Chinese 114,280. 

The number of emigrants would appear to have increased 9,408 
over the previous year; but this is not from the colony, it is sim- 

ly owing to the enterprise of the Pacific Steam Company, which 
his made Hong Kong the éntrepot of passenger traffic from China 
to the United States. 

The port being free, no reliable information can be obtained in 
reference to imports and exports. That the trade of the colony 
has greatly increased is apparent from the excess over 1868 of 
45 British ships and 135 foreign vessels, exclusive of Chinese. 

The grants of land during the year were trifling—only six lots 
at a yearly rental of £280, and one farm lot at Kowloong at a 
rental of £1. The outlay of nearly $200,000 in this locality is 
@ sdurce of disappointment, but the establishment of some docks 
affords some ground for hope that Kowloong may yet become of 
some monetary value. 

The number of prisoners committed to gaol has been steadily 
reduced from 6,246 in 1865 to 3,059 in 1869, an improved state 
of things which is attributable to Sir Richard Graves MacDon- 
nell’s system of deportation. 

It is much to be regretted that want of funds has prevented 
the erection of a riew hospital or the improvement of the old one, 
notwithstanding the representations of the Colonial Surgeon and 
the necessities of the Europeans who are driven to claim medi- 
cal relief. 

The reports of the police, the schools, and the Post-olfice have 
lost all their jnterest, in consequence of the long time that has 
elapsed before their publication ; and the same remark applies to 
the colonial surgeon’s otherwise valuable report on the sanitary 
condition of Hong Kong. 

Woe may mention, however, that Capt. W. M. Deane, Superin- 
tendent of Police, has not been able to resist the temptation to 
Tepest his old arguments against Mr. A. J. Johuston, in reference 
to ® letter from the latter gentleman which appeared jn the 
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London and China Express of the 8th July, 1869. The gallant 
Superintendent’s powers of reasoning seem slower than even the 
other departments’ power of compilation, and, us the subject he 
has endeavoured to revive was fully discussed and disposed of at 
the time, our readers would not excuse our bestowing more thar 
a passing notice on Capt. Deane’s experiment in political gal- 
vanism. 








LABUAN. 

Governor Pope Hennessy reports the revenue as steadily in- 
creasing, and the chief sources of it as secured until the end of 
1873, the expenditure was well within the revenue, notwith- 
standing the additional cost of an armed police force as @ substi- 
tute for troops. The local force will cost the Government of 
Labuan less than £3,000, instead of the expense of the two com- 
panies of Ceylon Rifles, which is estimated at £12000 a-year. 
The general health of the population was remarkably good in 
1869, though the troops suffered from a fatal disease called “ beri- 
beri,” or ‘‘ the bad sickness of Ceylon.” The inhabitants are, as 
usual, contented and peaceable, and their trade extends every 
year. 

STRAITS SETTLEMENTS, SINGAPORE. 

Governor Sir Harry Ord regrets the delay in forwarding the 
Blue-book, which he attributes to changes in the Colonial Secre- 
tary’s department. The increase of revenue over that of 1868 
was a little over $11,000, and, of expenditure, $43,000. The 
actual revenue was within $7,000 of what it was estimated at, 
which on $1,200,000 is but little more than half per cent. The 
expenditure was about 10 per cent. less than was estimated. 

The Government was authorised to borrow a sum not exceeding 
$200,000 from the unappropriated deposits in the Supreme Court ; 
but, the current revenue being found amply sufficient for the re- 
quirements of the colony, the privilege was not availed of. 

There was an excess of expenditure in public works, chiefly 
owing to the building of the Government House. Considerable 
sums which had been set apart for other works, which could not 
be carried out, caused a saving of about $18,000 on the estimates. 

Nineteen ordinances were passed during the year, chiefly re- 
lating to the preservation of peace and the suppression of dan- 
gerous socicties. 

The abolition of the Mint at Hong Kong having caused incon- 
venience from the scarcity of small silver and copper coin, a supply 
was obtained from the Indian Government. 

The exports from Singapore rose from $26,670,989 im 1868, to 
$26,982,200 in 1869); from Penang from $9,629,475 to $11,372,923; 
and from Malacca from $1,693,392 to $2,228,199. The imports 
also rose in Singapore from 331,579.926 to $31,961,941 ; in Penang 
from $8,259,038 to $9,472,240; and in Malacca from $2,280,744 
to $2,552,041. Thus the total increase on the imports of the 
Settlements was about 10 per cent., and of the exports upwards 
of 31 per cent. These results show the trade of Penang to be ex- 
panding more rapidly than that of Singapore. The trade of 
Malacca, always progressive, took this year a sudden and very 
large rise, owing to the extension of cultivation in the Settlement 
itself, whilst at Penang the favourable result is more due to the 
development of the trade with Sumatra and other neighbourin 
ports. The increase on shipping was hardly in proportion with 
the augmentation of trade, being greatest at Penang, where it 
was about 42 per cent. on ships entered, and 66 on ships cleared. 
At Singapore and Malacca it averaged 5 per cent. 

PENANG, — 

Lieutenant-Governor Anson reports that the revenue showed an 
increase over that of 1868 of $9,869 ; at the same time the expen- 
diture was less by $17,619. The most ant apie consideration 
apparent from this result is that a considerable increase took place 
in the revenue of the Post-office, while, at the same time, ita ex- 
penditure was decreased. 

No works of importance were executed by the Government, but 
the town water-works were completed by the municipal commis- 
sioners at an expense of about $26,000; and considerable im- 
provements were made in the drains and streets, and a new bridge 
commenced across the Pranjin river. 

Although the exports compare favourably with those of 1868, 
they are less than those of 1867 by $1,743,448. The amount of 
shipping compares favourably with that of the preceding year, 
twenty-two more vessels having entered inwards, and the appa- 
rent falling off in the number of vessels cleared outwards being 
satisfactorily accounted for by an increased tonnage of no less 
than 84,455 tons. 

The treaty made with Siam, by which an exchange of land was 
effected with the Rajah of Keddah, caused a slight reduction in 
the area of Province Wellesley. The land obtained from the 
Rajah is, however, more advantageously situated than that sur- 
rendered, and was already in demand. 

The daily average of sick in the Government hospitals was 
greater than in the previous year ; but the number of deaths pro- 
portionally less. 

There were no symptoms of disquiet among the Chinese societies 
during the year. 

MALACCA. 

Lieutenant-Governor Shaw reports the revenue for 1869 as 
$123,626, being an increase of $14,716 on that of 1868. The 
expenditure amounted to $124,429, being a decrease of $23,257 
on the previous year, owing to the reduction of expenditure in 
the public works, convict departments, &, 
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The area of the territory of Malacca is 421,000 acres, or nearly 
‘660 square miles. The coast line is forty-two miles in length, 
while in breadth the Settlement varies from four to twenty-four 
miles. It is estimated that 101,600 acres are under cultivation. 
The land is divided into Crown land, private property land held 
by prescriptive rights, and land held by commutation deeds or 
leases. A great prejudice exists among the natives against taking 
out leases or grants, as they have an idea that they would be 
signing away their property, while, on the other hand, if they 
hold land on the prevalent system of paying one-tenth of the 
value of the produce, the land will still be theirs when the English 
give up Malacca-—an idea of which it is impossible to disabuse 
them. 

The military establishtnent consists of one European officer 
and 125 Madras native infantry. Considering that Malacca is 
surrounded by barbarous native States, the Lieutenant-Governor 
thinks this force too small. The cost of the detachment, irre- 
spective of rations, was £2,311. 

The value of the imports for 1869 was $2,552,041, showing an 
increase of $271,299 over the imports for 1868. The exports for 
1869 were $2,228,199, being an increase of $534.807. 

According to a rough estimate, the population of this Settle- 
ment was 67,267 souls, exclusive of military and transmarine 
convicts. The white population (many of whom have mixed 
blood) was returned at 1,445 males and 1,203 females, but these 
are included in the above total. Of the native or coloured races 
the great preponderance is with the Malays; the Chinese are 
next (many of whomare semi-Malayan). Third in importance 
are the Tamils, or the “ Klings,” also many of whom are native 
born. ‘he remainder of the population are a few Bugis, Arabs, 
and wild forest men known as Mantres, Jacoon, Orang Hutans, 
with a sprinkling of islanders from the surrounding islands. 

The schools in Malacca are chiefly clementary, but they are 
not well conducted, the Malay teachers being too pliant, and the 
people being devoid of ambition, and utterly apathetic to all but 
sensual pleasures. 

There are three prisons in Malacca ; and a police force of 202 
men, nearly all Malays or natives of Lniia. ‘they are entered for 


three years, and their pay is too small to he auy inducement to | 


enter the service. There being only two officers to 200 men isa 
drawback to their efficiency, but it is believed that, if called upon 
to act they would do their duty, if led by Huropean officers. 





MISSIONARIES IN CHINA. 


(THE TIMES.) 

England has been called a great Asiatic Power, and though this state- 
ment should not be allowed to absolve us from our obligations in the 
State-system of Europe, its substantial truth cannot be impeached. 
Our Imperial rule in India, no less than the immense commerce we carry 
on with all the nations of the East, makes it inevitable that we should 
have a decided and energetic foreign policy in Asia. There, other na- 
tions may afford to commit errors in judgment, for they incur no greater 
risk than the imperilliny of some personal intcrests, or, at the worst, the 
injury of a limited trade. If France embarks upon a quarrel with 


Cochin China, or undertakes to punish the insolence of the Court of . 


Peking, the worst of failures is of slight significance to a Power the in- 
terests of which are essentially European. Even the Americans when 
they invade the Korea can afford to retreat after a doubtful contest, 
without endangering any American possession or seriously disturbing 
the commercial relations of America, But with us the question is much 
more complicated, and our relations with China in particular offer pecu- 
liar difficulties which it will task the abilities of our diplomacy to steer 
us through with safety. The Chinese trade is so important an ele- 
ment in our natioual wealth that we cannot permit a semi-barbarous 
Government to oppress and coerce it, in violation of solemn 
covenants and _ treaties. Nor can we leave without hope of 
protection or redress the Englishmen who on the faith of those 
covenants and treaticvs have trusted their lives and property to 
the guardianship of the Chinese Government. Yet, in China it 
seems all but impossible to fix responsibflity anywhere. When a po- 
polar outbreak occurs like that which lately appalled the European 
population of Tientsin, the Chinese Government is always ready to plead 
that the rising was local, that the Imperial forces were unequal to the 
task of maintaining order, and that reparation in the shape of execution 
done upon some ignoble rivtera will be promptly tendered. If we are 
not contented with such apologies, which can always be concocted and 
repeated any number of times, we seem to have no resort but war, and 
war with China is a pre-eminently unsatisfactory operation. We have 
literally nothing to gain by it, for we want neither spoil nor territory, 
nor that cheap sort of glory which is to be won by beating ill-armed 
and ill-disciplined Mongols. Success has proved already more than once 
to be utterly barren, with the dubious exception of the advantagos ob- 
tained for our commerce by the Treaty of Tientsin. But if success be 
barren, failure, even for a moment, would be, we can plainly see, fruit- 
falin ruin, The blow to our commerce, terrible us that would be, must 
be accounted the least peril. The greatest, perhaps, would have to be 
looked for on the side of India. In the present temper of certain 
classes of our Indian fellow-subjects a disaster to our arms in the East 
might be the signal for au insurrection us formidable as that of 1857. 
The satisfaction demanded by the European Powers for the outrages 
at Tientsin having induced the Chinese Government to send Chung 
How to Europe, it becomes important for us to see if our foreign policy 
towards China has been in any way based on unsound principles. 
Should there be any errors pointed out by experience in our past 
course, the present is a fuvourable opportunity for rectifying them. 
Although disturbances threatening the foreign residents have been grow~ 
ing lately to an diarming head in Southern China, the Chinese Govern 
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ment has hitherto kept them under some control; but the Ministers 
and officials have, at the same time, indulged in watning predictions, 
which are not very different from threats) It may be that the autho- 
rities at Peking are sincerely desirous to keep their town mobs from 
flying at the throats of the Europeans, but some day or other théy may 
no longer care to keep the peace, or they may find the populace grow teo 
strong for them. This is the danger that is really to be feared, and even 
if we could place implicit trust in the loyalty of the Chinese Government, 
it would be sufficiently serious. The animosity of the populace to tle 
“foreigners” is all the more perilous because it is founded upon unreason- 
ing superstitions, and is inaccessible to common sense. Unfortunately, the 
missionaries who represent in China the varlous sects of European 
Christianity have been more remarkable for zeal than discretion in their 
dealings with the people; and, still more unfortunately, the Powers 
which have obtained a footing in China by treaty have identified them- 
selves more or less with these well-intentioned, but irritating, efforts at 
proselytism, and have involved the political relations of the Western 
Powers with the Chinese Empire in the loathing with which the Chinese 
regard the religion of the foreigner. France in this respect has erred 
most seriously, and has also suffered most severely. The Roman 
Catholic missions in China were not only under the direct protection of 
the French Government, as are the Protestant missions under our own, 
but the pretensions of the priests were fostered by France with an 
amount of irritating interference which we can well believe was found 
intolerable both by the local authorities and by the Government at 
Peking. The history of the massacre at Tientsin, as well as the record of 
former prosecutions of Roman Catholic missionaries in China, shows that 
the catastrophe in nearly every case has arisen out of political intrigues. 
In these we know Roman Catifolic mis<ious have been always ready to en- 
gayo, and France has never been unwilling to help them or profit by them. 
We need only mention the French championship of the rights of the 
Latin Church at the Holy Sepulchre, which became one of the causes 
or pretexts of the Crimean War. Nor even now, after the terrible 
lesson of Tieutsin, can we be sure that the French missionaries will 
cease to meddle, or the French Government to protect the meddlers, 
Our own line of policy is very clear. The Protestant missionaries in 
China do not interfere with the people so persistently and annoyingly as 
those of the Catholic Charch, but they sometimes make themselves 


; troublesome cnough to the authorities; and, unfortunately, a clause in 


the Treaty gives us a protectorate over them, which seems to make us 
as a nation responsible for their actions. By insisting on the retention 
of this clause, which not only galls the Chinese, but zives the French 
an excuse for extorting a more mischievous extent of privilege, we 
place ourselves in the position of the protectors and encouragers of 
proselytism—a position we do not attempt to assume ia India, where we 
are not sojouruers, but rulers. Supposing, however, tho cliuse pfo- 
tecting the {missionaries as such to be erased froin the Treaty, we 
should still have the right to guard their livas and property as 
those of British subjects, and it is hardly fair to ask the Chi- 
nese for more than this. We are of opinion, therefore, that this 
clause of the Treaty should be abandoned, and, though conces- 
sions are of little avail to conciliate the unreasoning avimosities of 
Asiatics, we should place ourselves in a better position for demanding 
redress in case of future outrages by doing full justice now. [t would, 
however, be absolutely essential to obtain the co-operation of France in 


! this matter, for unless the French Government ceases to extend special 


favour to the missions at the same time that we do, we shall gain little or 
nothing in the way of security or a clear conscience. If the Romau 
Catholic missions pursue their meddlesome intrigues, riots Which the 
Chinese Government now predict or threaten will break out, aud a 
Chinese mob, once roused, will not trouble itself to make a distinction 
between Catholics and Protestants, betwcen miasionaries und merchants, 
The restraint which is placed by the Peking Ministry on the populaco in 
the ports is likely only to whet the rage of the mob, and in the ineantine 
the Chinese armaments are growing to gigantic proportions, At any 
time it may suit the Government to let go the reins and loose the people 
on the foreigners ; or Prince Kung’s powers of coercion muy fail. We 
do not wish to take an alarmist tone, but we should warn tie country 
that our relations with China may at any moment bring us to the verge 
of war. The difficulties may be evaded by a skilful policy, but it would 
be rash to assume that a resort to a ruder arbitrament miy not be forced 
upon us. 


The following letter on the subject has been published in The 
Times, which upsets the arguments of the leader most com- 
pletely :— 

Sir,—Allow me tu point out a misapprehension on the subject of the 
Chinese Treaty. 

There is no clause in that Treaty protecting the missionaries 1s such. 
They are simply entitled to the same protection as all other foreigners, 
and in their protest against the late Chinese Circular ott Missions they 
strongly object to being separated from the rest of the foreign commu- 
nity and placed under special restrictions. The misapprenension has 
arisen from the fact that there is a clause which provides that toleration 
shall be extended towards natives who may profess or teach Chiris- 
tianity. The clause roads thus :— The doctrine of Jesus (Protestant) 
and the doctrine of the Lord of Heaven (Roman Catholic) teach the 
practice of virtue and the treatment of others as ourselves ; henceforth 
all teachers and professors of it shall be protected.” That this does nat 
refer to foreign teachers is plain, because if this clause were cancelled 
they would have the same protection as before—namely, that enjoyed 
by all foreigners ; but in so far as it applies to Chinese Christians it is 
to be hoped that Great Britain will never act so ignoble a part us to 
withdraw this testimony in favour of religious toleration.-—Yours, &c., 

? AN OLD Resipent 1 CHina. 





Mr. H. N. Lay has also addressed a letter to The Times, of 
which we ohly give a summary, reserving comment for a future 
opportunity. Mr. Lay says':—That we are on the verge of diffi. 
culties with China appears to be now admitted on all hands. That 
we shall ultimately overcome those difficulties may élio bé confi 
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dently affirmed ; but the cost of our success must necessarily depend 
upon the course that we may be advised to adopt at the present 
juncture. The first thing, obviously, is to ascertain, if possible, our 
true position. What are the difficultics? Why have our treaties become 
a dead letter? I unhesitatingly say that the real cause of existing 
<ligsatisfaction is not in any way the result of the clauses contained 
in the Russian, American, French, or British treaties concerning the 
protection of religion and the ministers of the various denominations. 
This could, I think, be clearly shown by a consideration of the history 
of those clauses. In addition to which, Iam in a position to state, as 
to the clause respecting missionaries, inserted in our treaty of 1858, 
that the attitude of the Chinese Government was one of indifference, 
and whereas objection was raised to other clauses, this particular 
clause was accepted without demur. To those unfamiliar with the 
relationship existing between the populace and the Manchu dynasty 
the part we took in connection with the Taeping rebellion is calculated 
to produce the most erroneous impression. The policy of providing 
ourselves with some guarantee that the assistance given would not in 
the end be turned to our own disadvantage seems not to have occurred 
tous. We furnished officers, supplied arms, lent troops, and, in re- 
turn, satisfied ourselves with mere promises, which we now well know 
have never been fulfilled. 

It is to be feared that nothing short of a massacre upon a gigantic 
scale will open the eyes of those to whom the direction of our affairs 
in China is intrusted. Their sole engrossing thought appears to have 
been the propping up of the Manchu dynasty. Treaty rights have 
been suffered to stand in abeyance, the most important provisions to 
be relinquished. But, while thus indifferent to our own interests, we 
have been studious in teaching the Chinese the art of war, liberal in 
our loan of British subjects for Chinese military and naval service, and 
have, it is difficult to say to what extent, supplied them with all the 
armaments and munitions of war. 

The Blue-books of 1863 and 1864 reveal the mode in which the 
Chinese requited our services. Notwithstanding what we there read, 
an Order in Council was passed in July, 1864, constituting ourselves 
afresh the supporters of the Government against the people. The 
Tientsin Massacre has filled Europe with disgust, but that Order in 
Council still stands. We have fawned upon a dynasty as hostile to our- 
selves ag to its own subjects, and we have taken up the sword against 
the people. Without our interference the people might have redreased 
their grievances, inaugurated a more liberal policy, and been induced 
to regard us with favour. All who have travelled in China have no 
doubt about the fact that the people themselves are well disposed.

I own I was astounded at 
seeing such a proposal made by the chief organ of public opinion 
in this country, and I could not refrain from addressing a letter 
to the editor upon the subject, of which I enclose you a copy that 
you may publish if you think fit. It was refused admittance into

To the Editor of The J'imes. 

Srr,—In the leading article in your issue of yesterday,fin which 
you advocate the erasure of the 8th Article of the Treaty of Tientsin, 
you have in fact advocated the formal abandonment of the clause that 
stipulates for the protection of Chinese Christians by the Chinese autho- 
rities. 

That Article is thus worded :—“ The Christian religion, as professed 
by Protcstants or Roman Catholics, inculcates the practice of virtue, 
and teaches man to do as he would be done by. Persons t: aching it or 
professing it, therefore, shall alike be entitled to the protection of the 
Chinese authorities, nor shall any such, peaceably pursuing their calling, 
and not offending against the laws be persecuted or interfered with.” 

Now our missionaries, being British subjects, are, ‘pso facto, exter- 
ritorialised, and are, therefore, safe from any legal persecution on the 
part of the Chinese authorities; but not so the native converts, for 
whose benefit accordingly it would seem that this Article was humanely 
framed. If, however, the step you recommended were taken, a perse 
cution of native Christians would probably be the result, whilst our 
Minister and Consuls would, at the same time, be deprived of the 
power of effective remonstrance on this behalf which the Article in 
question now confers. 

Such a renunciation, moreover, following on the Tientsin Massacre, 
would, I fear, encourage the mandarins and Jiterat: to instigate other 
atrocious acts of a similar kind, with a view of still further restricting 
our privileges, and would thus precipitate the catastrophe you are 
anxious toavert. War with China, depend upon it, will be best avoided 
by “ unflinching maintenance, not by a weak surrender, of our Treaty 
rights. 

There is, I believe, no case on record of Protestant missionaries 
interfering politically in any way between the Chinese people 
and their rulers, but, unhappily, there is little doubt that Roman 
Catholic priests have done #0, and that the French Government 
has, most ill-advisedly, supported them in this interference, and 
so endangered the safety of all foreigners in China. Effective steps, 
however, might I think be taken by the other Christian Powers, whose 
interests are thus jeopardised, to induce France to forego this protection, 
without any formal withdrawal of that Toleration Clause which is con- 
tained not only in{the English and French, but in the Prussian and Ame- 
rican, and, I believe also, in the Russian, Austrian, Italian, Spanish and 
Belgian Treaties.—I am, &c.,

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Sc Very Human; a Tale of the Present Day. By Alfred Bate 
Richards. London: Chapman and Hall. : 

It is nothing less than a great achievement, and a great public 
benefit to boot, to strike out a new path in fiction—not only to 
think independently, but to express original thought in » new 
style—and all this we think has undoubtedly been accomplished 
by the author of the novel before us. Its pages are alternately 
pathetic, playful, earnest, sarcastic, and amusing. They are 
never dull, and they always command the sympathy of the reader 
Freshness, vigour, and originality—a distrust of the wise saws, 
and modern instances of the high priests of modern politics, social 
science, and philosophy—and a confidence arising from the con- 
sciousness of power, are the main characteristics of the book. The 
chief object which the author appears to have proposed to himself 
is to move our laughter, our scorn, or our indignation, as the case 
requires, against quacks aud pretenders of every description, and 
by holding these up to contempt and stripping them of the 
no respect which obtains so much of the blind adulation of the 
world, to excite our sympathy for the ignorant, the destitute, and, 
the unfortunate, and to show how “ very human” these despised 
creatures are after all. 

This is a noble design, and it is thoroughly carried out. Colo- 
nel Richards’s reflections on men and things, as the scenes he has 
imagined pass before him, will commend his book to those who 
admire short terse essay writing of the best kind; and ordinary 
novel readers will find their attention riveted by a very interest- 
ing story, and their sympathies engaged by some perfectly origi- 
na) characters—some of the most prominent of which they will 
have little difficulty in identifying among public men. The 
perusal of So Very Human will,in fact, be something like a 
waking dream of a visit “home” to our friends absent in the 
Far East, and, as such, we recommend them to put it on their 
library list. 





The Coolie ; his Rights and Wrongs. By the Author of “ Ginx’s 
Baby.” London: Strahan and Co. 

The author of this very interesting volume, it is no secret, is 
Mr. Jenkins, a barrister. In the opening pages he tells us how 
he was one day called on at his offices by two gentlemen repre- 
senting the “ Aborigines Protection” and the “ Anti Slavery” 
Societies, and asked if he would go to Demerara and attend 
a Commission to be held there on the coolie system. In a 
week he was on board the steamer steaming out of Southampton 
Waters. The author’s description of the manners and customs in 
the West Indies is well told, more especially as he seems to have 
been ill at ease in the sweltering atmosphere of the sugar estates. 
There is an inward chuckle always at the miseries of a man trans- 
ported from London life to such a climate as the swamp of Deme- 
rere en its mosquitoes, alligators, burning sun, and Sangaree 

rinks. 

Nothing, however, is more conclusive in the reading of this 
book than that the unfortunate Chinese coolie much more than 
the Hindoo is not understood,tand the laws made for his protection 
onthe English scale simply make confusion worse confounded. 
The planters should instruct their agents in China to send with 
every cargo of coolies an Englishman who has been for some 
years in China and understands the peculiarities of a Chinaman. 
One such man (of course of known quiet and respectable cha- 
racter) would do more in straightening out the difficulties which 
the coolie finds on landing, and which he rebels against in pas- 
sion and ignorance than all the managers and magistrates in 
Demerara. More regard should be practised as to the head men 
with each ship. There should be at least five Chinese of education, 
amenable‘to reason, and capable of exercising an influence on the 
ignorant masses. These men should be suitably treated on the 
estates, and facilities given for lecturing, teaching, &c., on Sun- 
days, or other spare time, when the coolies are not at work. 
Most heartily do we endorse the author’s statement that the con- 
tract should be looked on “as that of the ancient patriarchal 
times, like that of Abraham and his servants.” No legal adjust- 
ments can be happy unless there is combined a spirit of gene- 
rosity and kindliness. 

The following extract of the examination of a coolie will convey 
an idea of the condition of the Chinese coolie :— 

In my own country I was a schoolmaster. I was well taught. I 
heard that people were going to Demerary, and I was asked to go. 
Agent told me that 1t was a nice place—many of my countrymen were 
going ; over there they had plenty of work to do—plenty of money— 
would get rich ; food was found at first, and a doctor if we were sick, 
and good wages. I was told the work was garden work ; I thought that 
meant like our gardening in China. I did not think it was like the 
hard. work in sugar ficlds here. I was told, if I came, I could 
soon get good pay as schoolmaster, and I hired os schoolmaster. 
There were others like me who came in the ship. There was a 
doctor, some schoolmasters, some tailors, and other people who were 
not labourers in the fields, and who all thought they were going to 
work at their own trades. When we got to Georgetown we were taken 
out of the ship and sent toa sugar estate. At first they gave us foo 
aud rooms in houses; the rooms were dirty and not nice. Then they 
told us to work in the fields; we did not like it, but we had to do 
it. If we did not work we were brought before a magistrate 
and fined or sent to prison. It was very hard for us, Some

hecgme sick, We cquid not agrq enangh to buy food from week 
to week. We had part of our hqunty, but that was soon done, Some 
had given so much money tq friends in China, and the manager 
wished us to pay it hack, and took it from our wages. We could not 
bear it any longer, so we struck and came to Georgetown. We went to 
the attorney —he told us we were wrong and must go back. The police 
took us to carry us to the steamer, and several jumped into the water. 
They were taken out, and we went to Mr.——-. He spoke kindly to 
us and sent us home, and after that they did not take our money every 
week. It was ulways very hard work. Several of my friends hung 
themselves because they were starving. When I was free I came up 
here; 1 want to go back to my own country. 

The author has been painstaking, unbiassed, and conscientious, 
and with so difficult a task—holding as he did a brief for the 
coolies—it does him infinite credit. ‘To any one interested in the 
question, and what resident in India or China is not, it is a most 
valuable book. We shall conclude with the following extracts :— 

The number of immigrant depositors in the British Guiana Bank in 
June, 1870, was 1,817, their deposits amounted to $138,425, over $70 a 
head. The very large amount of silver, and even gold, worn on the 
persons of the coolie men and women is of course not calculable ; but it 
is enough to convey an idea of a wide distribution of wealth. Much 
of this, no doubt, is the mere product of the indenture money, and not 
very much of it the result of regular earnings, as the rate of wages 
given by the Commissioners indicates. From papers submitted by the 
Immigration agent-general the Commissioners gather that in twelve 
ships which sailed with returning Indian immigrants between 
the 15th November, 1834, and the 11th November, 1869, 2,828 
immigrants took away with them money acquired in the co- 
lony to the amount of $453,369, or £94,452. To the above 
estimate must be added 421 passengers, who embarked by 
the Ganges for Calcutta on the 10th September, 1870, carrying 
with them through official channels $47,438. This convoy we had an 
opportunity of Inspecting before they set sail. There was one man, 

thirty-nine, with his wife and three children, all born in the colony, 
who took back $1,100 of his own, and $200 in the name of his wife, 
Another, with wife and two children, took $1,000. 

The author, in his concluding remarks, says :— 

Taking a fair review of the whole system it is one which, spite of its 
disabilities, its difficulties, its present evils, is full of promise, and in 
my belief can be made, with care and skill and honest endeavour, not 
only an organisation of labour as successful as any hitherto attempted, 
but one leading to almost colossal benefits,

charges. Besides this, the cost of the principal Indian staples 
consumed in China are calculated in the same way ; and the re- 
sult isa little volume which will be found of great service in the 
offices of China and Indian merchants, both abroad and at home. 


The Battle of Sik-a-wei. Shanghai: Evening Courier Office. 

This little brochure is an undisguised imitation of the kind of 
squib which was initiated in London by the notorious “Battle 
of Dorking,” and which has since been “hunted to death ” by 
every kind of would-be satirist at home and abroad.

Commercial Policy of France, and the Treaty with England of 1860, 

At the present time, when the financial embarrassmentsin France, 
and the stagnation of manufactuers in England, have excited an 

ual desire on both sides the Channel for some practical review 
of the Cobden Treaty of Commerce, the Cobden Club have ren- 
dered good service by causing the present, brief statistical sum- 
mary of the trade of the last ten years to be published in a suc- 
cinct and convincing form. The following brief extract will give 
& very good idea of the force of the arguments which the Cobden 
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Club are yow employing to Protect ® system, which, nine years 
ago, it was thought impossible to assail. 

It is generally assumed that the commercial advantages which have 
incontestably been gained by the economic reforms of the last ten years, 
have been attained at the expense of fiscal resources. This is the re- 
verse of the truth. The falling off in the custom-house receipts is in 
France a most imperfect test of the effects of commercial policy upon 
revenue ; for there, as is well known, some of the largest branches of 
indirect taxation—viz., the taxes on the greater part of the spirits, salt, 
and sugar consumed in the country, and the proceeds of the sale of to- 
bacco—are all included under other divisions of the revenue, and must 
be added to the custom-house receipts, in order to establish a real com- 
parison with former periods. In other words, the proceeds of the ser- 
vice of the ‘‘ indirect contributions” must be addedjto those of the 
“service” of the customs. If this course is taken, the result is found to 
be as follows :—

From this comparison it appears that the French revenue from these 
combined sources has been increased by 50,000,000 francs, or 
£2,000,000, since 1860. 

The policy of attempting to increase revenue by the imposition of 
new charges on the raw materials of industry, and upon manufactures, 
is condemned by the experience of every country under economical con- 
ditions similar to those of France. No tax can be at once protective and 
fiscal; it can only succeed in one direction ia proportion as it failsin the 
other. And even if, by a careful equalisation of the taxes upon raw ma- 
terials and upon their manufactured products, the protective element 
were to be removed, all such charges would constitate a direct burden 
upon French industry, which would have the double effect of restricting 
competition at home, by keeping small capitalists out of the field, and 
crippling the French export trade, thus cutting at the root of the indus- 
trial life of the country, and drying up one of the most important 
sources of national wealth and financial prosperity, 

The example of the United States of America is sometimes ad- 
duced in evidence of the financial success which may attend such 
a policy. Such an appeal can only be made by those who are 
profoundly ignorant of the effects of that policy, effects so disas- 
trous and oppressive that nothing but the vast territorial resources 
of the country could have enabled them to support. Let the 

phlet before us speak for itself :— 

There has been a great decline in shipping, not only as regards foreign 
trade, but also in the coasting trade, of which the Americans have the 
monopoly, and in fishing tonnage. In the trade with Great Britain the 
entries were, in 1860, 924 American and 613 Foreign vessels ; in 
1869, 365 American and 1,394 Foreign. Mr. Wells states that 
in 1860 15,000 men were employed, in New York city alone, in 
building and repairing marine steam engines; and that! in 1870 fewer 
than 700 found employment in this, which was one of the best paid and 
paying branches of American industry, and in which American artisans 
formerly excelled. This has happened, he says, in the face of a rise of 
wages in the same branch of English industry since 1863-4, by about 15 
per cent., notwithstanding which, owing to improved machinery and 
better knowledge, the cost of construction has declined. From this 
Mr. Wells draws the inferences that within the last ten years the result 
of Protection in the United States has been tv decrease the purchasing 
power of wages, diminish consumption, prevent exports, and increase 
the cost of the manufactured product ; whilst in Great Britain wages 
have been increased, cost decreased, consumption increaged, and exports 
largely augmented. 


China’s Place in Philology; an Attempt to Show that the Lan- 

es of Europe and Asia have a Common Origin. By Joseph 

dkins, B.A. of the London Missionary Society, Peking. Lon- 
don, Trubner and Co. 


This is a very valuable contribution to philological research, 
and must have been the result of much patient labour, combined 
with great natural love for the subject. Mr. Edkins is, as our 
readers know, a veteran missionary, who commenced the study of 
the Chinese language under the auspices of the London Mission- 
ary Society in 1847, and was soon after induced to devote what- 
ever leisure he could command after the discharge of the special 
work in which he bas since so nobly distinguished himself to the 
study and comparison of the laws of connection between the 
various dialects of China. From this beginning, the scope of Mr. 
Edkine’s investigations expanded into the inquiries of which the 
volume before us is the epitome and result. It is a work which 
will commend itself to every student of the Chinese language, and 
which we can also recommend to those merely scientific inquirers 
who seek to lay open the germs and roots of philological prin- 
ciples. Mr. Edkins’s frank acknowledgment of the obligations 
which he owes to the recent work of M. Stanislas Julien already 
favourably noticed in these columns) is a proof of Mr. Edkins's 
desire to take no credit for any discovery that he has not made 
himself, besides being a graceful act of encouragement to a young 
and promising student from a veteran and accomplished scholar.

“THE TIMES” ON OUR CHINA POLICY. 

Aut readers of The Times must have noticed that, from 
time to time, strangely tentative articles—articles whose tone 
is not only not in accordance with its previous policy, bit 
apparently in direct opposition to the policy of the party 
with which it is acting for the time being—orop up in the 
“Jeading journal ” in a very amazing and significant manner. 
All the world knows now what this means ; but, although 4o 
easily seen through, these portents should not be distegatded 
by prudent persons whose interests are involved in the ques- 
tion under discussion. They resemble the cloud which fore- 
telly the coming storm ; and, though that cloud may appear 
to be “no bigger than a man’s hand,” it must not be for- 
gotten that, when that hand has a pen in it, and is directed 
by the Thunderer, the oloud gathers till it burste—some- 
times without injary, but seldom without effect. It 
is for thie reason that we urge upon our readers the ne- 
cessity of their putting out of sight for a time the facts 
that they are thoroughly acquainted with China, and that 
the writer in The Z'imes (whose article we give in another co- 
loumn) knows little about that codntry ; and that, remem- 
beting the great harm that may be done to English zrestige 
by such an article published in such an organ, they should 
unite to disprove the allegations of its writer before the po- 
licy it advocates becomes the watchword of the Foreign Office; 
as (if ptecedent goes for anything in Printing House-square) 
it is pretty sure to be soon. Of course our friends will see 
that nothing could be more ancandid than the argument of 
The Times, even if it wete not based upon entirely false pre- 
mises. We, as a Protestant country, have nothing whatever 
in common with Roman Catholic France, in connection with 
China, except that the missionaries of both countries 
preach the Gospel of our Saviour in different ways. Pro- 
testant missionaries enjoy no sort of privilege, by treaty or 
otherwise, over the rest of their countrymen. They havé no 
political immunity, and when they travel outside the Treaty 
Ports they have to apply for passports, like all other classes 
of foreigners, Tho writer in The Times must be badly posted 
up indeed in Chinese affairs if he seriously means to convey 
that the massacre of Tientsin was caused by political intrigue 
on the part of the unfortunate priests and sisters. Everybody 
who cares to know anything about the matter knows perfectly 
weil that that brutal and shameless (and, we lament to add, 
unatoned) outrage was solely caused by the mandarins—first, 
by setting on a part of the rabble by appeals to their super- 
stition ; and, secondly, by withholding the troops undér 
their command from the protection of the victims. As 
for the statement that the people of China, as a body, are 
exasperated against the missionaries, it is marvellous to us 
how such an assertion can be hazarded, even in The Times, 
in the face of such statistics of progress as were afforded m 
the Rev. Mr. Joun’s address at Swansea, which we published 
in our last issue. Why, the fact is apparent that Christianity 
is growing in favour with the people every year, and that it 
is only the Jiterati, who foresee their power crumbling under 
its influence, who are now making a last and desperate at- 
tempt to banish it by placing our missionaries at the mercy 
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of a clique of hired assassins, and undertaking not to reseht 
any injury inflicted on them ! 

If we have not forgotten how to read, mark, and learn, 
this is the gist and pith of the unfeeling, unpatriotic, un- 
Christiav, and (we must add) scandalous article in The Temes. 
As for the special pleading of the writer as to expediency, it 
is of so flimsy a character that it may be dispersed by a few 
questions. Have any of those Chinese who were converts at 
the time of the massacre repudiated the doctrines by which 
they were convinced? Are not, on the contrary, vast num- 
bers of the poor creatures, who are now suffering unheard-of 
hardships by reason of the floods, blessing the fact that mis- 
sionaries are to be found in the land, not from religious per- 
suasion, but from that admiration and gratitude which bens- 
volence alone can elicit from the most prejudiced and savage ? 
We deny, however, and unequivocally, that the Chinese po- 
pulation are, generally speaking, either prejudiced or saviige. 
We feel assured that the Chinese are more anxious for the 
acquisition of truth in the abstract than any other nation 
under the sun ; but the lower orders have been 80 cowed and 
“put upon” by the /iterati and mandarins that they have 
been taught by severe éxperience td be, as SHAKESPEARE 
sa y8,— 
















‘¢ Rver strong upon the stronger side ;” 

and they are now waiting to assure themselves which is the 
stronger—the tinti-foreign cabal at Peking, or the Govern- 
ments of the Far West. It remains with our Foreign Mi- 
nister to vindicate his claim to succeed with the dignity due 
to his country to the office so lately and worthily held by 
Lord Patmerston and Lotd Srantey. But we fear—we fear 
—and it is for that reason that we lose no time in drawing 
our readers’ attention to the insidious article which we have 
degraded the invention of GurrensureH by copying,—though 
our fault in that respect is not so unpardonable as that of our 
leviathan contemporary of Blackfriars. 








JAPAN. 

Tue news by the last mail from Yokohama is a strange 
mixture of promise and disappointment, though on the 
whole encouraging. It is, as it were, the seething of a great 
nation fermenting in the action of civilisation, yet continually 
checked by the leaven of that kind of prejudice which is 
misealled experience. As signs of progress we cannot but 
hail the establishment of the new Mint with great satisfac- 
tion ; the issue of the new coinage has been so warmly ap- 
preciated that the demand has already far exceeded the sup- 
ply. But the issue of coin by the Mint has placed the 
Government in a false position, forcing alterations in values, 
and causing much trouble and loss to foreign merchants. 
From January next no kinsats, or paper money, will be ac- 
cepted in payment of duties, The pressure on the new Mint 
may therefore be easily conceived. The silk manufacturers 
have addressed a very becoming letter to the Chamber of 
Commerce ; and, if they only act up to its tenor, it is not 
unlikely that the Japanese silk trade, lately so much de- 
ptessed through adulteration and bad workmanship, may in 
time recover itself. The truth that Japanese silk has been 
shut out of the English market by reason of chicanery and 
adulteration seems to have forced itself at length on the at- 
tention of the manufacturers, and, if they are in earnest 
in the remedies they propose, it is possible they may 
regain the position they presumed upon until they lost 
it. The movement set on foot, to this end, is at least pro- 
mising. Not less promising is the last edict of the Mrkapo, 
in which he abolishes the Hans, or Federal territories, and 
converts them into Kens, or Imperial domains, in consequence 
of the continual neglect of their responsibilities by the 
Daimios, whom he has now superseded. In the face of these 
promising signs of progress, we regret to learn that the 
Yokohama Custom-house has paralysed trade for a time by 
refusing to accept duties in the form, and on the scale, in 
which they were formerly levied. “Piles of goods,” we are 
informed, “are heaped on the Custom-house quay, detained 
“ there because their consignees refuse to admit the claims of 
“the Government; and all the Consuls have made their 
“ protests to the Governors against the action of the autho- 
“ rities”” Any such check as this, of course, is almost 
equivalent to a frustration, and more than an equivalent to 
a delay, of the introduction of those principles of commercial 
progress to which England owes her greatness, and her de- 
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pendencies their prosperity. On the whole, we see hope 
largely predominating over fear in the prospect of our future 





relations with Japan, as revealed by the last mail ; and, if 


the advantages we have gained were pursued, and the dis- 
abilities under which we labour were represented in their 
true light, and with a view to their removal, we doubt not 
that the activity into which our trade with Japan would 
suddenly be brought would be startling, even in these days 
of unexpected and surprising commercial progress in the 
Far East. 


ANOTHER, and yet another, victim to the complacericy of 
the Admiralty and the Colonial-office! The loss of the 
Malabar and her valuable cargo, and the wrecking of Lord 
Exain, in 1859, were not sufficient warning. Perhaps if 
Lord Exatn had been drowned the result might have been dif- 
férent. Surely now the harbour of Galle will be made safe 
without further delay. The P. and O. Co.'s steamer Rangoon, 
just lost, was a noble steamer of 2,000 tong, only ten years 
old, and on her last voyage had made the run to King 
George’s Sound six days in advance of her time. She was 
therefore giving great satisfaction, and her loss is much to be 
regretted, independent of the hole it will make in the com- 
pany’s dividends. We believe she stood in the company’s 
books at £75,000. The following is a copy of the telegram 
teceived announcing the loss :— - 

: “GALLE, Nov. 1. 

“The steamer Rangoon, leaving for Australia at six this evening, 

struck a rock in clearing the harbour. She sank six hours afterwards. 
The passengers and crew were saved, and the mails partly.’’ 
Great surprise has been expressed at Luoyp’s and through- 
out the city at the peculiar character of this loss, and it is 
not readily understood what combination of circumstances 
can have led to so serious a catastrophe. The Cadda rock 
upon which the ship struck is not a mile from the harbour of 
Point de Galle, and its position is perfectly well known to 
every tyro in seamanship in these waters. Among the con- 
jectures hazarded it seema most probable that the Rangoon, 
while under charge of a pilot, in order to avoid a sailing ship 
entering the harbour, may have veered out of her true 
course, and so run upon the rock. 


In another column we publish a complete list of the 
claimants who were paid indemnification as British subjects 
—or on behalf of clients who claimed to be such—for losses 
sustained by the burning of Canton in 1856, and other acts 
arising out of the war known as the Arrow war. The 
total sum go paid to the present time amounts to $2,305,613, 
and a balance still remaius in the hands of our Government 
of $483,786, making a total equivalent to two million taels, 
or about £650,000 sterling recovered from the Chinese Go- 
vernment. The perusal of this list will afford some amuse- 
ment to those who were on the spot at the time of the war. 
In most of the cases no doubt there was lost property to re- 
present the sums claimed, but in many it can be seen that 
“personal inconvenience” or some such commodity, must 
have represented the only property lost. Many claims were 
disallowed as frivolous, and some good stories could be told 
of how these were made up. The total amount of claims 
sent in amounted to $3,471,845. 


Tue introduction of the new ordinance for the employ- 
ment of traction engines in Singapore is so ill-timed and so 
unreasonable as to excite general astonishment among late 
residents in the Straits. Every one who knows anything 
about Singapore knows perfectly well that neither the roads 
nor the bridges of that settlement are constructed to bear 
the weight of a 12-ton traction engine, and that the intro- 
duction of such vehicles can only lead to the damage, if not 
the temporary stoppage, of the principal thoroughfares, and 
a@ great increase in the expenses of the Public Works depart- 
ment. These facts are so well known that it is amazing that 
the project of employing traction engines at all should ever 
have been entertained, and especially that it should have been 
introduced ata time when the Legislative Council has disposed 
of the railway question by a vote in favour of the long line to 
include all the wharves, instead of the original proposition 
to run only to Tanjong Pagar. 





Tu Postmaster General has not yet completed the nego- 


tiations for the New Mail Service through France and the 


Mont Cénis Tunnel. 
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Tue résumé which we give in the present number of the 
Rev. Mr. Manoon’s experiences of the Shan-sin-fan intrigues 
must convince everyone that the time has at length arrived 
when the great question of missionary protection in the Far 
East must be definitely settled and set at rest. It would be 
unfair alike towards the missionaries, towards the cause of 
revealed religion, and towards the préstige of our country, to 
allow the present state of things in China to continue ; and 
we hope that such a pressure will be brought to bear on the 
Foreign Office as will induce Lord GraNnvILLE to frame such 
an wtimatum as will guarantee the safety of our missionaries 
and countrymen generally in the quiet performance of their 
duties, without the annoyance and danger to which they are 


now subjected by the placards and other sinister influences of 


the Mandarins. 


Tue’ P. and O. Company intend to despatch their new- 


steamer Pekin on the 24th inst. to Hong Kong and Shang- 
hai through the Suez Canal. The Pekin is nearly 4,000 
tons, and will be a fine opportunity for passengers and 
cargo for Ceylon, Straits and China. The company also in- 
tend to put two steamers on the coast between Hong Kong, 
Amoy, and Foochow, in addition to the present service to 
Shanghai. 





Our friends in Ceylon will be gratified to learn that the 


affairs of their colony, which have so long been regarded as 
possessing no interest for general readers in this country, 
have at length attracted so much of the attention of The 


Times as to induce that journal to re-publish the statistics of 


coffee cultivation, &c., which recently appeared in the co- 
lumns of the Ceylon Observer.

MR. SECRETARY SEWARD AT GOA. 
The Fredonia Censor publishes an interesting letter from Mies 


Olive Risley Seward, giving an account of an excursion of Mr. 
Seward’s party, in the spring of this year, to Goa, “the first ef- 
fective European settlement in India, and always the capital of 
the Portuguese Indian Empire.” 
noticing the monuments of the pioneers of religion in this district 
Miss Seward proceeds :— 


After briefly, but feelingly, 


We visited the public institutions. The military force consists of two 


battalions of artillery and two of infantry, maintained at the cost of 
$200,000. All being uatives, always loyal, they are quite enough for a 
territory only forty-eight miles square, with a population of 400,000. 
The military academy trains 150 cadets through a seven years’ course. 
The garrison barracks and hospital are excellent. 


We looked into the 
Finance Department. The revenue is $600,000. The salaries are low, 


and there is no complaint of taxes. The College of Science and Medi- 
cine is conducted by eleven professors, several of whom are natives of 


Goa, and is well attended. There are four newspapers, three of which 
are conducted by natives, and all in the Portuguese language. One- 
third of the population is Roman Catholic, the rest are Hindoo, Mah- 
rattas, and Mahomedaus. The good order and perfect cleanliness which 
pervade the little city explains the curious fact that it supplies the 
foreign residents of all India with their best household servants. 

_ We fancy that our Indian friends in Madras, Calcutta, and the 
Punjab will scarcely endorse the last statement. The following 
description is nearer to fact :— 

We thought of the arrival of armed fleets from Lisbon in the now 
quiet bay; of the building aud fortification of a great city; of native 
armies gathered in siege around it; of the brave and chivalrous de- 
fenders who defeated and dispersed them ; of the expedition of squadrons 
for the conquest of Aden and Ormuz in the Arabian Sea, of Malacca, 
the key of the Sea of China, and of the Moluccas in the Archipelago, 
and of their triumphant return laden with spoils ; of the homeward 
despatch of argosies loaded with spices, pearls, and diamonds; of the 
coming in of the humble Jesuit missionaries, their fortunes and their 
fate, somctimes received with affection and gratitude, and often meeting 
the martyr’s crown; of the baptism of whole tribes, provinces, and 
nations; of their subsequent relapse into their primitive idol worship ; 
of the enterprise of the colonists on land and sea, extending the fame 
and away of Portugal, always brilliant, but ending in defeat and over- 
throw at last- when they came into collision with European rivals 
equally ambitious and stronger than themselves. This, which {fs the 
story of Goa, is also the history of Portuguese colonisation. Of the 
vast empire which Portugal established in both hemispheres oh tte 
track of the great discoverer there remains now only this little province 
of Goa in India, the already decaying city of Macao in China, and the yet 
barbarian colonies of St. Paul de Loando and Mozambique in Africa. -

RorrerDa, Nov. 1. 

Our First Chamber has dealt with the Indian Budget for 1872 in a 
hurry. On the evening of Monday, the 30th ult., the Ministerial 
answer to the Section report was published and distributed amongst 
the members of the Chamber, and twelve hours later the debate was 
opened. It lasted only four hours, and the Budget was passed. I need 
not state that the discussion of the matter wus not very profound, and if 
we were entertained with some striking arguments they were only a re- 
petition of the common griefs of the Opposition. It was, of course, 
under the circumstances, a very casy task for the Minister to defend 
his Budget. The conclusion of the short debate was that thirty-one 
** ayes” were recorded aguinst two ‘‘ noes ’’—Messrs. Hartsen and Rahn- 
een. It will be ratified at once by the King, so that it will probably be 
forwarded by next mail, and will arrive in Java before Jan. 1. The 
Lords have taken recess. 

I have, from an authentic source, the important news that our Go. 
vernment has concluded a new treaty with the British Government with 
regard to Sumatra. I am told that the English Government has shown 
the utmost liberality, in order to overcome the objections which induced 
the members of the Second Chamber to ontvote the former treaty,which 
was laid before them; and there is no doubt but that the new treaty 
will be carried. 

Mr. J. J. van Angelbeek has addressed the members of the Second 
Chamber requesting their intervention in his miserable dispute with the 
Indian Judicial authority. He declares that as soon as his case is settled 
he will send in his resignation. 

The Government has replied to some section reports of the Second 
Chamber about our Budgets, and they acknowledge that the Budget of 
war is not what it ought to be. The original intention was that Bills 
for the reorganization of the army and the system of fortresses should 
be laid before the members, together with the Budget. But circum- 
stances— impossible to foresee—prevented this. The Ministry, however, 
is of opinion that the Budget can be altered in such a way that the 
opinion of the Chamber about the reorganisation of the army need not 
be prejudiced. 1 think that this is the finishing stroke for poor Mr. 
Engelvaart, who has as Minister cut a most miserable figure. The 
general opinion is that his Budget will be rejected by an overwhelm- 
ing majority, the more so because the Minister seems disinclined 
to act in accordance with the wishes of the Chamber and the ma- 
jority of the ministers; that the organisation of the army should 
be fixed by law. There is one other point of some interost in 
the Ministerial replies. Mr. van Bosse, the Minister of the Colo- 
nial Department, has again showed his wavering and undetermined 
cheracter. The M.P.s asked:—“ What will you do with the fa- 
vourable balances of the Indian budgets of former ycara?” And the 
Minister replied, ‘‘ that if the construction of the railways for Java was 
secured by law and, if necessary, the State will raise a loan for this pur- 
poee, he had no objection to spend these favourable balances for the re- 
demption-fund or other extraordinary expenses of the mothcr-country. 
This is a step backward.’’ The Minister only recently stated that this 
money ought to be spent on behulf of Java. And I think that, even if 
the construction of railways is guaranteed, there is yet more to be done 
for the Colony. The general tone of the reply is very acute ; and there 
are indeed some signs of an approaching thunderstorm. Conservative 
papers are preaching duy ufter day that Mr. van de Putte has a defini- 
tive plan to overthrow the Cubinet. 

The papers only furnish very scanty news about the journcy of the 
Queen in Italy. We learn, however, that she has visited the Pope, and 
this, of course, is heard with great pleasure by our Ultramontanes, 
whilst the fact that she has visited Princess Bonaparte brought down 
some philippics from the German papcrs. Thus, I read ina Mainzer 
Journal aud in the Berlin Spenerche Zeitung that our Queen is still 
the warmest counseller of Napoleon. They remember her well-known 
letter, which was found in the Tuileries, and they even find fault with 
her Majesty because during the war she was most careful for the French 
wounded. They state that sume time ago she had an entverue with 
Prince ‘‘ Plon-Plon,” since when she is convinced that the French Em- 
pire will be restored, and that united Germany must fall. These pa- 
pers asscrt that when the German Emperor visited Friedrichshaven 
our Queen showed the greatest feeling against Germany. When her 
brother, King Karl, drank to the health of the Emperor Wilhelm, she 
coughed so persistently that nobody could hear one word of the toast. 
This caused some bisbilles between brother and sister, and our Queen 
will never again visit Stuttgart. I need not ad that I give these ru- 
mours just as I find them. I do not attach much credence to them, 
but it is nevertheless a fact worth mentioning, that these on dits find 
their way to a Berlin paper of high standing. 

I hear that a good many of the shareholders of the Netherlands 
Trading Company, who have the right to attend to the general meeting 
to be held next month, are averse to the maintenance of the company, 
unless they are assured that she will act in the fature as she acts now, 
namely, as the agent of the State. They have no confidence in the 
private undertakings of the company, which, I must agree, have 
turned out in many instances bad for the profit and loss account. The 
Opposition, however, are in a minority, and there is not the least likeli- 
hood that the company will not be continued for another term of twenty- 
five years. Rumours are current that Mr. G. L. Baud will be replaced 
as president-commissary by Dr. A. Vrolik, ex-Minister of the Financial 
department. : seer 

At the Bourse prices have generally maintained a steady aspect, and, 
excepting where governed by special influences, the movements trace- 
able are undeserving of any particular attention. Speculators are re- 
stricting their operations in a material degree. Money isin full supply, 
and, being obtainable at easy rates, checks any adverse change of con- 
sequence.

The following is from Messrs. Beebe's report :—During the past 
month the demand for 'Tea generally has been less active, and gales re- 
ported from first hunds are limited to 10.500 packages Green, 14,600 
half-chests Japan, 15,000 half-chests Oolong, and 3,20 half-chests 
Conyou and Souchong. Included in these are 2,200 half-chests of the 
new crop Teenkis, 4.500 new Japans, 9,500 new Oolongs (chiefly 
Amoy and Formosa kinds, and part to arrive, and 2,300 new Conzous, 
nearly all to arrive). Our quotations cover the prices realised 
for uew crop goods other than Foochow and Formosa Oolongs. 
We uote a further improvement during the month of £2 tof.5 in 
old Greens of medium and cargo yvrades, aud a firm market for old 
Japans and Oolongs. without qaotable change in values. At the close 
the market for new Greens and Japans is somewhat unsettled, and 
their extreme high cost makes business in them difficult and the out- 
turo unaatisfactory. The deliveries for consumption continue large 
as compared with last season, having reached the aggregate of 41} 
million pounds, azainst 34 millions for the whole of 1870. There ia 
ample evidence of a liberal increase in the demand, but it will never- 
theless be unsafe to conclude that the reported figures are a fair 
measure of it. Supplies v/a Pacific steamers aud railroad are coming 
to hand as rapidly as the latter can transport them.

The total reecipts of Tea from China and Japan at the port of New 
York from Jan. 1 to Oct. 18,1871, were as follows: —Greens, 16,667,149 
Ibs. ; Japans, 13,195,225 lbs.; Souchongs, 2,866,828 lbs. ; Oolongs, 
11,955,371 lbs. ; other sorts, 379,706 Ibs. ; total, 45,064,279 Ibs. The 
stock on Jan. 1 was 16,748,661 lbs.; which, added to the above total, 
gives a result of 61,812,940 Ibs. ag the total supply. Subtracting 
from this total the exports from Jan. 1 to Oct 18, 4,368,807 lbs., and 
the withdrawals for home consumption during that period, 41,407,977 
Ibs., there remainsa total of 16,036,156 lbs., representing the stock on 
the last-named date. The receipts from Sept. 18 to Oct. 18 amounted 
to 3,223,489 Ibs. ; the withdrawals for home consumption to 3,551,396 
lbs. ; and the exports to 207,099 Ibs. 

SILK. 

The following remarks are from Mr. O-Donoghue’s Circular :—Since 
the date of onr last we have had a moderately active market for raw 
Silk, the demand having been principally for Re-reeled, Tsatlee and 
Haineen, which, owing to the paucity of stock and higher cost of all 
recent invoices, are held ina few instances slightly above our quota- 
tions; consumers, however, do not respond very freely to the advance, 
and 8 moderate business in that class of silk is the result.
